In the midst of a crowd of visitors 
who began to arrive early in the morn- 
ing and who were putout, grumbling, 
by the servants who closed the doors 
at midnight, the President pursued 
those iapors which will carry bis name 
to-distant ages..

THE “SAMPLE” FIEND. 


He Sends for Samples of Everything 
Under the Sun. 


Merchants in this city are sorely 
pestered by cranks and others who 
write letters asking for sampies. 
Nothing is too big or too small for the 
fiends (that’s what the merchants call 
them) toask for. Anything of value, 
from a jewsbarp to a piano, a shred of 
calico toaroll of cloth, a package of 
oatmeal, a barrel of flour, a paper- 
covered half-dime novel, a gilt-edged 
Bible bound in morocco, all have been 
and are asked for by the sample 
searchers. A TIourteenth-street piano 
house less than @ week ago got a 
letter from a dealer in a Western 
city asking him to ship a sample 
piano. ‘1 would'like to sell the piano 


‘because I have been told that it is 
the best. If you will ship me one asa 
sample, of course, I will pay the 
freight and cartage expenses in New 
York if there are any.”’ 

A Broadway house got this: “I am 
about to lay in” astock of blankets, 
comforts and rugs for the winter. [ 
am going to make a special depart- 
mentin my store this winter for this 
kind of goods. I have not bought any 
ot my stock yet, and I am very busy 
and I can’t spare the time to come to 
New York and look at things myself. 
Won’t you please send me a sample of 
each of the goods I want to buy, and if 
I like them | may give you an order for 
all my stock.”’ | 

Another Broadway house got a letter 
almost identical from another person 
in another town. ‘In both cases drum- 
mers were sent instead of the samples.

It is the demands of the seekers after 
small things that create the most,trou- 


ble. Almost ail merchants are willing 


to send samples of their small wares to 
anyone who bas any idea of purchasing, 


but it is‘estimated that at least one- 


half of the requests for samples comé 
from persons who never buy, and whe 
really bave no use for and don’t want 
the samples that they ask for. They 
seem to write simply with the idea of 
getting something for nothing. 

The sample habit isnot of recent ori- 
gin. Thirty years ago at an American 
institute fair a man who had &® 
patent flour to sell made griddle cakes 
and muffins and gave them to visitors 
as samples. That was the beginning 
of the thing. Some years later the pro- . 
prietors of large retail stoces advertised 
that they would gladly send samples of 
their wares to persons who lived out of 
town and who could not afford 
to come to New York. This en- 
abled purchasers to see what they were 
buying before they sent their money 
through the mails. It was these ad-- 
vertisements that fully developed the 
habit, and where it used to take a few 
dollurs, or at least a few hundreds & 
yoar to supply thedemand for samples, 
it now takes thousands. Large houses 
have special sample departments and 
employ extra clérksin them, keeping 
them busy at all seasons of the year. 
Hundreds of dollars are spent for post-. 


age alone, and thousands more for the | 


goods that are given away. There are 
many houses in this city that receive 
from 15,000 to 20,000 requests for sam- 
ples a year, and there are several that 
receive four and five times that num- 
ber. Fully 85 per cent. of the requests 
come from women, and of those 70 per 
cent. are from married women. 

The habit does not seem to have 
taken a very strong hold on men, but 
large clothing houses and tailors say 
that they get a good many letters and 
spend a good deal of money for sam- 
ples. They save a good deal by cut- 
ting up the odd pieces of cloth that 


they cannot use inthe manufacture of | 


clothing and sending them as samples. 
‘Phe sample habit,’’ said amerchant 
with whom a Sun reporter talked, ‘*has 
about reached its greatest develop- 
ment, I think. The merchants built 
it up and they will have to kill it off. 
It has become too large a drain, and is 
eating into profits to an alarming ex- 
tent. Of cuurse, it will never be got 
rid of entirely, for it isn’t desirable to 
doso. Some method will have to be 
discovered by which the people who 
send for samples of things they don’t 
want will be found out. When they 
are choked off we won’t complain.”’

A Controlling Interest Quietly Sega 
By the Rockefellers. 


President Adams Promises to With- 
draw From the Union Pacific 


A Slight Advance in Prices on the 
New York Stock Exchange-- 
Barker Bros. of Phila- | 
deiphia Assign.

NEW York, Nov. 20.—[By the Asso- 
‘ciated Press.} The World says that 
the greatest piece of news in Wall 
street is that John D. and William 
Rockefeller, the Standard Oil mag- 
- nates, have acquired control of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, which prac- 
tically means the ousting of Henry 
Villard. They are known to have 
been heavy buyers of Northern Pacific 
preferred during the late decline in 
values. The North American Com- 
pany, by its ownership of securities, 
had control of the Northern, but much 


of the first-named company’s assets 


have been closed out during the past 
few days in liquidation of loans. The 
Rockefellers bought in the North- 
ern Pacific at the request of 
Jay Gould. They have a_ great 
amount of surplus money for which 
they have been seeking advantageous 
investments. The earnings of the 
Northern Pacific are not the largest in 
the history of the company. The com- 
pany, however, has been suffering from 
entanglement with other Villard cor- 
pak era and the purpose of the 

ockefellers is stated to be to remove 
it from them. 

There is a scheme on foot to pro- 
vide connections tor the Northern 
Pacific which will make it an uninter- 
rupted rail liuae from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. . By alliance with the Wis- 
consin Central it already reaches from 
Puget Sound to Chicagu, and its route 
thence, it is said, will.be by the way of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. 

At Villard’s office the following 
statement was made: “It is not true 
that Villard has given up his passage 
to America as published this morning. 
He will sail on the Aller today.”’ 

The Northern Pacific directors de- 
clared the regular quarterly dividend 
of 1 per cent. on preferred’ stocks to- 
day. The books close December 12 
and reopen January 12. 

The statement that the Rockefeller 
interests and their associates, generally 
known as the Standard Oil party, had 
_increased_ their holdings of Northern

The Well-known Firm of Barker 
Bros. Compelied to Assign. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The announce- 
ment of the failure of Barker Bros. 
was made this morning, The news 
had a very depressing effect on the 


Stock Exchange. Members of the firm 
refused to talk. ; 
-This is Wharton Barker’s firm. 


They are largely interested in Reading 
securities, Oregon Pacific bonds and 
Baltimore and Ohiocar trusts. The 
firm had a small line of deposits. ‘Lhe

It is said that the 
iabilities will be $3,000,000, but the 
creditors are not numerous, The firm 
is said to have failed because of‘ina- 
bility to realize on Outside securities. 
The failure caused a flurry on the 
Stock Exchange. 

‘rhe auspension is said to have been 
brought about by the shrinkage in 
value of securities, and banks calling 
inloans. When the announcement of 
the suspension was made, the stock of 
the Finance Company of Pennsylvania, 
of which Wharton Barker was presi- 
dent, fell from 96 te 66, but it is au- 
thoritatively stated that the company is 
in position to puy every dollar it owes, 
The firm of Barker’ Bros. has been. 
established fifty-turee years. 

Abraham Barker, the venerable 
founder of the bank, was one of the 
best-known financiers in the country, 
and of the Stock 
Exchange. harton Barker said this 
afternoon: ‘‘People who owed us 
money and. upon whom we depended 
did not pay us. They failed to meet 
their engagements and we failed to 
meet ouss., That is all that can be said 
now. Of course the condition of the 
money market has much to do with the 
trouble. It was necessary ‘for the pro- 
tection of our customers.”’ 

Wharton Barker this afternoon re- 
signed his position as President of the 
Finance Company of Pennsylvania. 
Vice-President Tower was elected in 
his place. It is asserted by all con- 
cerned that the company is certainly 
solvent and in addition a syndicate 
has been formed for the purpose of ad- 
vaucing it any amount of money neces- 
sary to meet outstanding liabilities.
